The Food Distribution Adiiiinistration, hereinafter referred to as the 5XA, 
announces that it will receive and consider offers for the sale of fresh shell 
eggs produced in the States of Alabama, Arlcansas, Florida, Georgia, Kertucky, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, North Carolina, .South Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia, and 
West Virginia. 

HOW TO STJBIvJT OWER 

Offers Biay be submitted by letter or telegrexa to the appropriate Regional Admin- 
istrator's office of the FDA and must state the follov;ing:

eggs v.'iiicli are one grade lov;er than specified in the offer, but in no event lower 
than U.S. Ko. 4 Standards, subject to an adjustirient in price which shall be lower 
than the contracted price for the grades as offered by the following respective 
ciiiounts per dozen: if the offered grade is U.S; Wholesale Grade ;^pG cials #1, #2, 
#3, or #4, 1 cent; if U.S, laiolesalo Grade Extras #2, #3, or #4, 5/4 cent;

44 pounds^ the price per dozen 
in such lots shall be reduced from that specified in the offer by l/4 cent per 
dozen eggs for each l/4 pound. or fraction thereof, light v^eight. 

Under the U.S. Consumer Grades, eggs tendered for delivery which do not meet the 
grade and weight requirements of the grade under v/hich they are offered on thebasis 
of an exrmination made by an authorized FDA grader vail not be accepted as offered^^ 
bjjit x^all be considered for the grade under which they meet fully the grade ond 
weight requirement. For excjuple , eggs offered as U.S. Consumer Grade L Large, which 
do not have the required r.inimum weight for that grade, will be considered for ac- 
ceptance under U.S. Consuraer ' Grade A Medium, or if the eggs offered as Grade A Large 
have the minimum weight required but fail to havu the required quality, they willUe 
considered under U.S. Consumer Grade 3 Large. Eggs shall be packed large e.nd up, 
^ tolerance of 5?^ of eggs packed small end up \\all be allowed. 

Par .4_Grading: ..Grading shall bo performed at the point of delivery by' the -EDA, ojid 
VncXl be' eniruk)ent upon the vendor to arrange with the FDA Division of Inspection 
ejid Grading for grading services. All costs including grading fees and expense of 
graders, shall be paid by the vendor. If eggs are excmined in cars on private 
aiding, the cars shall be sealed in the presence, of the grader. If the eggs^ 
exaaiined imder any other circuiastances, the 5DA grader shall mark the EDi 
on each case in the lot. Grading cjid weight certificates shall be 
than five business days prior, nor more than seven business days afj 
acceptance of t'ae offer', provide^ Lowever, that a Vtr^er'^may 'deliver 
by Grading Certificate dated more thnji seven business days after the date of ac- 
ceptmce of the offer, if he attaches to such certificate a letter from the super- 
vising grader stating that such grading was applied for v/ithin three business days 
after the date of acceptance of the offer but could not be furnished within the 
prescribed seven business days, 

Sggs shall be packed in sound, new or used standard 
cases and packing materials. All cases must be marked in rccordonce vath a-ppli- 
cable regulations of the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act, as amended. *0n one 
end of each case the following must be marked: (l) Standard Egg Case - 30 Dozen 
Shell Eggs. (2) The proper U.S. Wholesale or U.S. Consumer Grade. (3) The vendor'js 
nrone and address. (4) The packer's nrxie and plant address if different from the 
vendor's name and address.

Par. 5 •Notice_and_Delivo_r^^^^^ The FDA will take deliver;^^ of the eggs vcithin ten 
business days after actual receipt of notice that the eggs have been graded and are 
ready for delivery. Such notice accompanied by a copy of the grading certificate 
shall be given by the vendor to the FDA within two business days after the accept- 
ance date if grading has been performed prior to offering, or within three busi- 
ness days after the date of grading if the grading has been perfomied subsequent to 
the acceptance date. The notice and copy of the grading certificate, which will be 
transmitted by United States mail, will be considered given in the specified time 
if mailed within such tiiue. Vendors shall, at t;beir expense , take whatever stops :.. 
that may be necessar;^^ to fully protect the eggs after grading but prior to delivery 
to the FDA. Such protection shall include but shall not be limited to holding 
shell eggs in a refrigerated ?;arohouse or iced car, or keeping car properlj^ heated 
in cold vjeather. Jlowevor, if the FDA fails to take delivery within the ten days 
prescribed above, such protection thereafter shall be at the expense of the FDA at 
the rate of ^0.05 per case per ten-day j^eriod or fraction thereof. The original ajid 
txvo , copies of the grading and weight certificates, issued by en autliorized FDA 
G-rader shall accompany the public voucher covering each delivery. 

Delivery; shall be made at the delivery point (or points) specified in the offer 
f.o.b. railroad car, or at the option of the FDA f .o.b. trucks or warehouses.
